MORE SENATORIAL ASININITY. 

Senator Kellogg of Minnesota gave another example 
of senatorial assininity when he referred to an article by 
Lenin republished by the Post-Dispatch from the Lib- 
erator as “apparently a paid advertisement” and “an al- 
leged evidence of an active propaganda” for the spread 
of Bolshevism in America. The introduction to the 
article clearly stated its source. The purpose of the re- 
print was to inform the American people of the aims, 
methods and program of the Bolshevists from the mouth 
of their Russian leader. It was reprinted as news which 
the American people ought to know. 

In an editorial the Post-Dispatch stated this purpose 
and condemned the Lenin principle and program as 
utterly foreign to America and involving {mmeasurable 
and futile disaster, not alone to the American people 
and their free institutions, but to civilization. We 
pointed out that it was subversive of orderly progress 
under law and repugnant to American workmen, whose 
rights and liberties it menaced.

There are 
bad laws and bad men in office. But there is a remedy 
for every wrong. It lies within the hands of the 
people in the courts or at the polls. The people con- 
trol.

In a free covernment where the people control, viol- 
ent revelt against law is unthinkable. The laws are 
the people's own laws and revolt against them is 
revolt against the people's own rule.
